To  we  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  have  in  Circular  3/49  (Wales), 
requested  that  the  Council  will  direct  that  the  Annual  Report  for 
1948  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, be  prepared  on  the  lines  as 
indicated  in  Circular  170/47  (Wales)  dated  31st  December,  1947. 

The  year  has  been  noteworthy  by  reason  of  the  introduction  of 
the  National  Health  Service  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  the 
4th  July,  and  by  reason  of  the  Act  very  wide  and  extensive  changes 
in  the  Medical  Services  of  the  County  have  taken  effect.  As  regards 
the  immediate  changes  which  affected  the  work  carried  on  by 
your  Council,  the  most  noticeable  was  to  do  with  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Services,  the  other  change  was  that  the  Ely 
Isolation  Hospital  would  come  under  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  ; 
but  in  this  case  the  change  was  not  so  abrupt,  as  the  Council  was 
asked  to  carry  on  the  hospital  upon  an  agency  basis  until  arrange- 
ments for  the  transfer  could  be  completed. 

Secondly,  work  in  connection  with  Immunisation  against 
Diphtheria,  and  the  Domestic  and  Home  Help  Service  : all  these 
services  were  to  be  transferred  to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council 
as  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

These  alterations  were  keenly  felt  by  many  members  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  who  had  devoted  a good 
deal  of  time  and  thought  to  the  development  of  these  services  over 
a number  of  years  and  had  seen  the  extension  of  clinic  services 
from  the  original  one  established  in  Whitchurch  in  1917,  to 
13  Infant  and  three  Ante  Natal  Clinics,  which  had  been  set  up  in  the 
most  populous  parts  of  the  Council’s  district. 

The  year  has  been  one  in  which  the  general  standard  of  health 
in  the  District  has  been  maintained  at  a high  level,  and  this  in 
spite  of  the  continued  necessity  of  a small  meat  ration  and,  together 
with  small  allowances  of  fat  in  the  form  of  butter  and  margarine. 
However,  the  development  of  the  children  has  been  improved  by 
the  scheme  of  milk,  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juice,  to  the  under  five 
year  olds  and  the  milk  and  meals  in  schools  to  children  of  school 
age — all  of  these  have  been  largely  responsible  for  the  excellence 
of  the  Infants  and  children.  It  is  now  a rarity  to  see  a child  suffering 
from  active  Rickets — whereas  a few  years  ago  it  was  commonplace. 
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The  average  child  is  heavier  and  taller  than  previously  and  in  addition 
the  amount  of  dental  decay  is  much  less  than  formerly,  but  never- 
theless there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

There  have  not  been  any  epidemics  of  serious  infectious  disease 
and  a complete  absence  of  Diphtheria  for  the  second  year.  This 
is  a great  achievement,  particularly  as  it  has  been  brought  about^^a 
few  years  by  steady  and  progressive  Diphtheria  immunisatio^^ 

Scarlet  Fever  still  continues  to  be  of  a mild  type  and  where 
conditions  for  home  nursing  are  satisfactory,  insistance  has  not 
been  made  for  the  case  to  be  admitted  to  hospital. 

Tuberculosis  however  has  shown  a slight  decrease  in  notifica- 
tions, there  being  35  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  10  of  Non-Pulmonary, 
compared  with  figures  45  and  five  for  the  previous  year. 

Housing  conditions  as  revealed  by  the  Rural  Housing  Survey 
of  all  properties  of  under  £15  rateable  value  shows  that  there  is  a 
considerable  number  of  properties  which  have-served  their  useful 
day  and  should  be  dealt  with  drastically  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment.  In  addition  there  are  numbers  of  families  living  in 
overcrowded  conditions  and  the  housing  of  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  some  instances  is  very  unsatisfactory,  and  is,  no  doubt,  responsible 
for  further  new  cases  being  notified. 

Finally,  I as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  resigned  my  appoint- 
ment upon  being  appointed  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the 
South-East  Glamorgan  Health  Division  on  July  3rd.  This  I did 
with  considerable  regret  as  I had  experienced  eleven  years  with 
a Council  which  I found  most  considerate  and  understanding, 
and  had  given  me  every  assistance  in  my  work.

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Tuberculosis. — There  are  three  centres  at  which  patients  from 
your  District  can  attend  for  examination  and  treatment.  They  are 
situated  at  No.  20,  Cathedral  Road,  Cardiff  ; No.  26,  Newlands 
Street,  Barry  ; and  “ Glenview,”  Court  House  Street,  Pontypridd. 

At  the  centres,  examinations  including  X-ray  and  tests,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Physicians. 

The  examinations  are  not  confined  to  persons  who  are  actually 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  but  a large  number  of  persons  who  are 
contacts  are  also  examined,  with  the  idea  of  detecting  any  evidence 
of  tubercular  infection  as  soon  as  possible  and  so  giving  the  patient 
a better  opportunity  of  being  cured. 

It  is  the  practice  upon  receiving  a notification  of  a case  of 
tuberculosis  to  follow  this  by  a visit  to  the  home  by  the  Health 
Visitor,  who,  as  a result  of  her  visit,  completes  Form  M235/I, 
which  gives  full  particulars  as  regards  the  home  conditions,  etc., 
and  one  of  these  forms  is  then  sent  on  to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician 
who  is  in  charge  of  the  case. 

Of  the  primary  notifications  which  were  received  during  the 
year  ten  were  received  from  private  practitioners  and  35  from  the 
tuberculosis  physicians  at  the  clinics. 

In  all  cases  of  non-pulmonary  disease,  that  is,  where  either  the 
glands,  bones,  joints  or  abdomen  are  involved,  it  is  the  practice 
to  try  and  trace  the  possible  source  of  Infection  and  so  the  milksupply 
which  has  been  consumed  by  these  patients  is  submitted  to  examina- 
tion. 
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These  conditions  prevailed  until  the  4th  July,  when  the  Services 
came  under  the  control  of  the  South-East  Glamorgan  Health 
Division. 

Venereal  Diseases. — There  are  three  centres  to  which  patients 
are  referred  or  can  go  at  their  own  free  will.  They  are  situated 
at  Glossop  Terrace  (females  only),  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  Public 
Health  Centre, Woodland  Road,  Barry. 

At  any  of  these  centres  all  advice  and  treatment  is  free  ot 
charge.  < 

A number  of  persons  resort  to  these  centres  to  ascertain 
If  they  are  actually  infected  with  venereal  disease  or  not,  and  those 
who  are  affected  are  given  the  opportunity  to  receive  treatment 
at  regular  and  stated  times  and  they  are  encouraged  to  persist  in 
their  treatment  until  the  cure  has  been  effected. 

It  is  the  practice  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  in  your  District  to  have 
the  blood  examined  to  detect  any  abnormal  condition. 

These  services  were  taken  over  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
after  the  4th  July. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

Any  patients  that  are  examined  at  your  clinics  and  for  whom 
hospital  treatment  is  necessary  are  referred  to  the  appropriate 
department  in  the  first  instance  at  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary. 

Of  the  children  under  five  years  who  are  not  attending  school 
that  are  referred,  the  chief  defects  are  for  ear,  nose  and  throat 
conditions,  some  eye  defects  and  quite  a number  for  the  treatment 
of  neavi  (birthmarks). 

Most  of  the  cases  of  squint  and  defective  vision  are  referred 
to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council’s  clinics,  by  arrangement. 

A few  cases  requiring  more  serious  operations  are  admitted 
either  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  or  to  Llandough  Hospital. 

Children  suffering  from  orthopaedic  defects  are  referred  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  The 
Parade,  Cardiff,  and  during  the  first  half  year  under  review  42 
cases  were  referred.  Fortunately,  none  were  admitted  as  in-patients. 

The  above  condition  applied  until  the  4th  July  and  since  then 
mothers  and  children  requiring  treatment  in  Hospital  should  be 
referred  by  their  own  medical  practitioners  or  through  the  medical 
officers  in  attendance  at  various  clinics. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

Your  Council  were  responsible  for  these  Services  until 
the  4th  July,  when  they  were  transferred  to  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council.  There  had  not  been  any  alteration  in  the  Services  during 
the  first  half  of  the  year. 
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As  a matter  of  interest  the  first  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  was  opened  in  March,  1917,  and  was-succeeded  by  centres 
which  were  opened  in  other  parts  of  your  District  as  follows  : —

All  the  centres  with  the  exception  of  Rudry  are  now  adminis- 
tered by  the  South-East  Glamorgan  Health  Division,  and  the 
Rudry  centre  is  administered  by  the  Caerphilly  and  Gellygaer 
Division. 

Ante  and  Post  Natal  Clinics. 

These  clinics  are  situated  at  : — 

Whitchurch. — Tabernacle  Church  Schoolroom,  Merthyr 
Road,  Whitchurch,  on  Friday  afternoons. 

Dinas  Rowis^'— The  Clinic,  Cardiff  Road,  Dinas  Powis,  on 
alternate  '^Wednesday  afternoons. 

Rhoose. — The  Clinic,  Fontigary  Road,  Rhoose,  on  alternate 
Monday  afternoons. 

The  number  of  mothers  who  attend  for  post-natal  examinations 
is  somewhat  disappointing,  but  the  figures  do  not  give  a true 
picture,  as  those  mothers  who  are  confined  at  the  City  Lodge 
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Hospital  (St.  David’s  Hospital)  usually  attended  for  the  post-natal 
examination  there,  within  six  weeks  of  their  confinement. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service 
it  is  the  practice  for  samples  of  blood  to  be  taken  from  the  expectant 
mothers  and  this  is  submitted  for  examination.  The  underlying 
principle  is  that  the  bloods  are  grouped  and  should  it  be  necess^^' 
for  a mother  to  receive  a blood  transfusion  at  a later  date  therfl^ 
the  data  is  ready  in  advance  for  this  to  be  carried  out  without 
delay. 

There  is  a further  reason  for  the  examination  to  be  made 
and  this  is  mainly  to  do  with  the  infant,  whose  survial  may  depend 
upon  the  correct  appreciation  of  its  blood  group. 

During  the  year  it  was  not  possible  to  proceed  with  the  erection 
of  the  new  Clinic  premises  at  Whitchurch,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this 
will  not  be  delayed  very  much  longer  as  the  present  premises 
which  are  being  used  are  not  satisfactory. 

Institutional  Treatment  for  Mothers  and  Children. 

The  number  of  mothers  who  apply  for  admission  to  the  City 
Lodge  Hospital  for  their  confinement  continues  to  increase.  This 
is  no  doubt  due  to  the  difficulties  experienced  in  making  satisfactory 
arrangements  for  the  confinement  to  take  place  in  their  own  homes 
or  rooms,  and  also  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  assistance  in  the 
home.

The  last  meeting  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
was  held  on  2nd  July,  1948,  and  the  following  is  a paragraph 
abstracted  from  the  Minutes  of  the  meeting  : 


6.  “ The  Chairman  intimated  that  this  is  the  last  occasion 

upon  which  the  Committee  will  meet,  as  the  functions  of  the 
Council  relating  to  maternity  and  child  welfare  are  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Local  Health  Authority  (the  Glamorgan 
County  Council)  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act.  1946,  which  comes  into  operation  on  the  5th 
July,  1948.  Taking  the  long  view,  he  thought  that  this  would 
be  a step  in  the  right  direction  and  he  looked  forward  to  the 
day  when  Clinics  would  be  open  at  all  times  during  the  day, 
instead  of  at  the  present  restricted  periods.  Further,  the 
appointment  of  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  South-East  Glamorgan  (which 
area  includes  the  major  portion  of  the  Council’s  District) 
would  ensure  that  the  needs  of  the  District  in  relation  to 
maternity  and  child  welfare  would  be  borne  in  mind. 

^ In  a brief  resume  of  the  growth  nad  development  of  the 
maternity  and  child  welfare  services  over  the  past  30  years, 
the  Chairman  paid  tribute  to  the  valuable  services  of  the 
Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  G.  McKim  Thomas) 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  (Mr.  W.  T.  Parr)  in  the  very 
high  degree  of  efficiency  which  has  always  been  maintained. 
Further,  he  wished  to  thank  the  members  and  co-opted 
.members  of  the  Committee,  as  well  as  the  ladies  engaged  on 
--voluntary  work  at  the  Clinics,  for  their  invaluable  contribution 
to  the  work  of  the  Council. 
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Councillor  Sir  Ivor  B.  Thomas,  J.P.,  D.L.,  stated  that,  as  a 
member  of  the  Council  for  the  past  26  years,  he  wished  to 
associate  himself  with  the  foregoing  remarks  in  so  far  as  they 
relate  to  the  high  degree  of  efficiency  of  the  duties  performed 
by  the  Council’s  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  and  of  the  invaluable  services  of  the  members  and 
co-opted  members  of  the  Committee,  as  well  as  the  voluntaa^ 
work  undertaken  by  the  ladies  at  the  Clinics.  He  alL) 
expressed  the  satisfaction  of  the  work  accomplished  by  the 
Council  and  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  it  would  be  difficult 
to  effect  any  improvement  in  the  present  efficient  administra- 
tion. 

The  Vice-Chairman  (Mrs.  A.  Cooper)  and  Mrs.  W.  C. 
Howe  suitably  responded  on  behalf  of  the  co-opted  members 
and  stated  it  had  been  a privilege  to  be  associated  with  such  a 
valuable  work  in  the  interests  of  the  community. 

Councillor  Mrs.  E.  Reynolds  wished  to  be  associated  with 
the  services  rendered  by  the  ladies  at  the  various  clinics,  and 
stated  it  had  always  been  a pleasure  to  be  engaged  on  such 
work  and  sincerely  hoped  that  the  ladies  would  still  continue 
their  very  helpful  services. 

The  Clerk  stated  he  wished  to  thank  the  Committee  for 
the  sentiments  expressed  and  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  he  had 
been  asociated  with  the  work  ever  since  the  powers  and  duties 
relating  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  were  conferred  upon 
the  Council  under  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Act, 
1918.  After  the  services  of  a few  part-time  medical  officers, 
the  Council  (in  1937)  appointed  a full-time  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  (Dr.  G.  McKim  Thomas),  such  latter  appointment 
being  accompanied  with  a steady  and  widening  development 
of  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  services. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  expressing  his  thanks 
for  the  sentiments  expressed  by  the  Committee,  outlined  the 
growth  of  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  services  since  his 
appointment  in  1937,  which  he  felt  was  due  largely  to  the  fore- 
sight and  planning  of  the  Committee,  with  its  co-opted  members, 
and  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  by  the  ladies  in  the 
voluntary  capacity  at  the  Clinics.  His  one  regret  was  he 
could  not  include  the  establishment  of  the  Clinic  premises 
at  Whitchurch  (proposed  to  be  erected  at  the  rear  of  the 
Parish  Council  Offices)  in  the  record  of  achievements  before 
the  transfer  of  functions  to  the  County  Council.  The  Medical 
Officer  also  referred  to  the  marked  improvement  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate  from  127  per  1,000  in  1894,  to  30  per  1,000 
in  1948,  and  to  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
diphtheria,  which  in  1900  was  20,  whereas  the  last  recorded 
death  from  diphtheria  in  the  Council’s  hospital  was  in  1944. 
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The  Committee  recommend — 

That  the  Clerk  convey  an  expression  of  the  Committee’s 
appreciation  of  the  invaluable  services  rendered  by  the  ladies 
at  the  various  Clinics.” 

Dental  Treatment. 

P)  The  number  of  mothers  who  fail  to  appreciate  the  importance 
f receiving  dental  treatment  is  still  very  large.  It  is  a most 
regrettable  feature  to  find  that  a service  is  provided  which  entails 
full  dental  care,  even  to  the  provision  of  dentures  at  a very  small 
cost,  and  is  not  made  use  of. 

The  Dental  Services  are  provided  by  arrangement  with  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  and  the  clinics  are  provided  at  Whit- 
church, Penarth,  Barry,  Caerphilly  and  Bridgend,  the  patients 
being  referred  to  the  centre  which  is  nearest  to  their  homes. 

This  service  was  transferred  to  the  South-East  Glamorgan  Health 
Division  on  the  4th  July,  1948. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
who  have  been  referred  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
for  advice  and  treatment. 

Whilst  the  number  is  large,  the  defects,  in  the  main,  are  not  very 
serious,  and  the  great  majority,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  list  which 
follows,  simply  have  to  have  alteration  made  to  their  shoes,  but 
nevertheless,  if  these  minor  deformities  were  not  attended  to 
when  the  child  was  young,  more  serious  results  would  arise  in 
later  life,  a true  case  of  Prevention  versus  Cure.

National 

Milk  Scheme. 

The  National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Fruit  Juices  are 
available  at  all  your  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  In  addition,  the 
extra  milk  which  has  been  made  available  to  children  and  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  has  proved  to  be  most  helpful  in  maintaining 
improved  standards  of  nutrition.  In  addition  to  being  available 
at  the  clinic,  distribution  centres  have  been  set  up  at  a number  of 
points  throughout  your  districts. 

Central  Food  Store. 

The  Depot  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Rates  Office  in  Whit- 
church and  the  goods  are  distributed  by  a van  to  one  half  of  your 
district  one  week  and  the  other  half  the  next  week.  There  have, 
at  times  during  the  year,  been  some  shortages  in  supplies  of  certain 
foodstuffs,  this  being  due  to  the  inability  of  the  manufacturers  to 
supply  more. 

On  4th  July,  1949,  all  unsold  stock  was  transferred  to  the  South- 
East  Glamorgan  Health  Division.  The  total  value  sold  up  to  the 
time  of  transfer  was  £706, 4s.  I Id. 
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Infestation  by  Head  Lice. 

It  is  only  seldom  that  cases  of  this  nature  are  seen  amongst 
the  children  under  school  age  and  when  they  are  detected  the 
Health  Visitors  advise  the  mothers  on  the  best  means  of  clearing 
the  condition  and  subsequently  keep  the  children  under  observation 
^r  any  sign  of  re-occurrence. 

Scabies. 

I am  pleased  to  record  that  there  has  been  a further  decline 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  scabies  in  your  district,  but  where  they 
have  been  detected  suitable  measures  are  taken  for  getting  rid 
of  the  condition.

Home  Helps. 

During  the  year  it  has  only  been  possible  to  employ  on  an 
average  two  home  helps,  but  the  persons  who  have  been  employed 
have  given  every  satisfaction  and  this  is  shown  by  the  appreciative 
letters  which  have  been  received. 

Repeated  applications  have  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Labour’s  Local  Officer  for  Home  Helps,  but  it  appears  to  be  almost 
impossible  to  obtain  such  persons. 

On  the  other  hand,  although  we  have  only  had  two  home  helps 
there  have  been  occasions  when  their  services  have  not  been  in 
demand. 

Repayment  for  these  services  is  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Council’s  scale  of  income,  in  the  case  of  home  helps  repayment 
is  not  in  excess  of  £2  2s.  Od.  and  domestic  helps  not  in  excess  of 
£3  3s.  Od.  per  week,  plus  travelling  expenses. 

The  wages  paid  to  home  helps  is  £3  3s.  Od.  per  week. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

By  a premature  infant,  is  meant  a baby  who  is  lbs.  or  less 
in  weight  at  birth  and  the  notification  of  birth  cards  which  are 
sent  in  to  the  department  ask  for  the  weight  of  the  child.  The 
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special  basket  cots,  blankets,  etc.,  which  are  provided  in  the  depart- 
ment have  not  been  called  into  use  on  as  many  occasions  as  was 
anticipated,  but  where  they  have  been  used  they  have  been  of  great 
service  in  protecting  the  baby.  A number  of  these  infants  have  been 
born  in  hospital.  Upon  discharge  of  the  babies  from  hospital  a 
notification  is  received  and  the  infants  are  seen  by  the  Health 
-jJl^isitor  as  soon  as  possible.

Section  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY. 

Constant  supervision  of  the  water  supplies  in  your  district 
has  been  exercised  throughout  the  year,  and  this  is  evidenced  by  the 
fact  that  samples  submitted  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination 
have  in  the  majority  of  cases  shewn  a satisfactory  standard  of 
bacterial  purity.  A total  of  66  samples  were  taken  from  various 
public  mains  supplies,  public  wells,  private  undertakings  and  a few 
private  wells  and  springs.  A record  of  the  samples  taken  during 
each  quarter  appears  in  table  VI  on  page  23,  and  these  particulars 
were  reported  to  the  Health  Committee  at  the  end  of  each  quarter 
in  the  form  of  a joint  report  by  your  Medical  Officer  and  Surveyor. 

The  supply  to  Waterloo  Terrace  gave  an  unsatisfactory 
bacteriological  count  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  and  steps 
were  taken  to  cleanse  the  tanks  and  change  the  filter  media, 
subsequent  samples  were  satisfactory. 

Contamination  was  reported  in  the  private  supply  to  Glyn 
Cory,  St.  Nicholas,  the  bacteriological  standard  of  the  water  in 
this  supply  has  been  unsatisfactory  for  a considerable  time.  The 
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gathering  ground  near  the  reservoir  is  exposed  to  contamination 
from  several  sources,  the  water  should,  therefore,  be  filtered 
and  chlorinated  before  delivery  to  the  consumers.  These  facts 
were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  owners  with  a view  to  them 
installing  suitable  purification  plant,  but  they  prefer  to  discontinue 
the  supply  and  as  an  alternative  a supply  may  be  conveniently 
taken  from  the  public  mains  which  pass  through  Peterston-Supei 
Ely.  This  has  been  agreed  to  in  principle.  In  the  meantime^ 
consumers  have  been  advised  to  boil  water  intended  for  drinking  and 
other  domestic  purposes. 

Residents  on  the  Rudry  Road,  Lisvane,  complained  of  the 
inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  water  supply  to  their  premises  and 
upon  investigation  it  was  found  that  several  of  them  were  dependent 
on  wells  and  a stream  of  doubtful  purity.  Later  in  the  year  a 
complainant  dependent  on  the  stream  supply  for  drinking  water 
stated  that  the  unsatisfactory  water  supply  had  been  the  cause  of 
illness  in  his  family.  Investigations  were  carried  out  and  a sub- 
committee inspected  the  area  of  supply.  They  confirmed  the  need 
and  recommended  an  extension  of  the  mains  from  Lisvane  School 
to  the  Baptist  Chapel  on  Rudry  Road  so  as  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  seven  householders  and  two  dairy  farm  premises  at 
present  dependent  on  a well  and  stream  of  doubtful  purity. 

There  has  been  much  activity  during  the  year  in  the  preparation 
of  plans,  specifications,  tenders,  etc.,  concerning  a number  of  new 
supplies  to  be  installed  under  the  provisions  of  the  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Act,  1944. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  W.  Farrow,  your  Surveyor,  for  the 
following  particulars  : — 

Bonvilston  and  Welsh  St.  Donatts  (including  Gl/n  Cory, 
Peterston,  also  Pendoylan). 

A Contract  for  the  construction  of  additional  Storage  Tank, 
Pumping  Station  and  new  mains  has  been  signed,  and  it  is  expected 
an  early  start  will  be  made  next  year. 

Proposed  New  Main  south  Cowbridge  Road,  to  serve 
Llancadle,  Moulton,  Walterston,  St.  Lythans,  Duffryn 
and  extension  to  Allt  Cross,  Peterston. 

This  Scheme  is  receiving  further  consideration  by  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health.

There  have  been  no  major  extensions  of  this  service,  but 
certain  small  extensions  have  been  made  to  include  properties 
newly  constructed  and  situated  outside  the  scavenging  area. 


It  must  be  stated  that  in  the  main  the  work  of  the  contractors 
has  been  satisfactory,  but  there  have  been  complaints  from  time 
to  time,  particularly  as  regards  the  ill  use  of  refuse  bins  and  also 
the  manner  in  which  the  pail  closets  have  been  emptied.  It  is 
regrettable,  but  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  tenders  are  invited 
every  year,  very  few  competitive  prices  are  received,  particularly 
where  the  work  includes  pail  closets. 

The  Council  have  considered  the  possibility  of  extending  the 
area  scavenged  by  direct  labour  and  the  Surveyor  reported  in 
September  of  the  year  on  the  whole  matter,  when  it  was  decided 
that  the  district  served  by  the  Council’s  freighters  and  labour 
should  be  progressively  enlarged.

All  these  sites  are  supplied  with  mains  water  supply  and 
sanitary  accommodation.  Refuse  collection  has  been  a matter 
with  which  the  Sanitary  Inspector  had  some  difficulty  in  cases 
I and  5 owing  to  the  fact  that  both  these  camps  are  situated  in  an 
area  scavenged  by  a contractor,  and  adequate  arrangements  had 
not  been  made  by  the  licensee  for  periodical  removal  of  accumula- 
tions. The  cesspool  draining  the  sanitary  accommodation  at 
Court  Farm  Camp  also  fills  very  quickly  during  peak  periods  of 
the  summer  and  it  was  necessary  to  call  attention  to  this  nuisance 
on  several  occasions. 


Court  action  was  taken  against  Mr.  T.  Price  for  the  unauthorised 
placing  of  a van  on  vacant  ground  at  Eastbrook,  Dinas  Powis.  This 
case  was  adjourned  to  give  the  defendant  an  opportunity  to  make 
formal  application  for  consent.  This  being  refused,  the  van  was 
removed  before  the  adjourned  hearing. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

As  reported  last  year,  measures  to  reduce  the  amount  of  dust 
from  the  Aberthaw  Cement  Works  were  in  course  of  being 
installed.  Further  progress  was  made  during  the  year,  not  only 
at  the  Aberthaw  Works  but  also  at  Rhoose,  and  no  further  com- 
plaints have  been  received. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Twenty  dwelling  houses  consisting  of  four  Council  houses  and 
16  privately  owned  were  treated  for  vermin  disinfestation.  An 
insecticide  containing  D.D.T.  was  applied  in  each  case  with  satis- 
factory results. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  open 
to  the  public  in  any  part  of  the  area. 


SCHOOLS. 

Precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease  are 
taken  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  contained  in  the 
Memorandum  of  Closure  and  Exclusion  from  School,  1927. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

The  initial  survey  of  the  district  and  necessary  treatments 
resulting  therefrom  was  completed  early  in  the  year  and  the 
number  of  operators  was  reduced  in  February,  1948,  to  two. 

The  district  is  divided  into  two  portions,  each  operator  beiji 
responsible  for  the  area  assigned  to  him.

It  is  anticipated  that  all  the  above  will  be  completed  before 
30th  September,  1949. 

During  the  year,  control  of  building  material  and  components 
ceased,  with  exception  of  soft  timber  and  steel.  The  limit  of  £10 
which  could  be  expended  on  any  one  property  in  the  course  of 
twelve  months  without  a licence,  was  increased  to  £100.  There 
have  been,  however,  shortages  of  materials  from  time  to  time,  and 
it  has  again  been  found  difficult  to  have  urgent  repairs  executed  with 
that  speed  which  is  desirable.  Roof  repairs  in  particular  have 
been  slow  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  quarry  slates  and  patching 
has  been  resorted  to,  when,  in  fact,  complete  stripping  and  renewal 
in  some  cases  would  be  the  only  effectual  remedy. 
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Rural  Housing  Survey. 

Further  progress  was  made  during  the  early  part  of  the  year 
in  connection  with  the  above.  Loss  of  staff,  however,  has  resulted 
in  this  survey  being  largely  suspended  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
year. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  purpose  of  the  survey  whi 
commenced  in  February,  1946,  is  to  inspect  and  provisionally 
classify  all  working  class  property  into  one  of  four  groups  as 
follows  : — 

1.  Fit  in  all  respects. 

2.  Requiring  minor  repairs  only. 

3.  Requiring  major  repairs  and  structural  alterations, 
but  capable  of  being  made  fit  at  a reasonable  cost  (i.e.. 
Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936). 

4.  Unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of  being  made 
fit  at  a reasonable  cost  (i.e..  Sections  I I and  25  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936). 

A rateable  value  of  £15  has  been  fixed  as  the  upper  limit  for 
“ working  class  ” property. 

For  the  purpose  of  classification,  the  condition  of  a property 
is  measured  against  the  standard  of  fitness  decided  by  the  Glamorgan 
Joint  Advisory  Committee.  The  main  features  which  influence 
the  decision  to  place  a house  in  classification  4 are,  inadequate 
headroom  on  both  ground  and  first  floors  necessitating  major 
works  of  reconstruction  at  considerable  expense.  Classification 
3 are  those  properties  where  light  and  ventilation  are  inadequate 
and  other  amenities  such  as  washing  facilities,  separate  from  the 
living  room,  trough,  drainage,  etc.,  are  lacking. 

The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  houses  inspected 
and  their  classifications  as  at  31st  December,  1948  : —

It  will  be  observed  that  statutory  overcrowding  is  not  high, 
but  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  basis  for  statutory  over- 
crowding is  one  which  takes  account  of  all  living-rooms  and,  more- 
over, the  scale  is  generous.  Social  overcrowding,  that  is  where 
bedrooms  are  insufficient  in  number  to  provide  proper  separation 
of  the  sexes,  is  prevalent.

The  Council  in  selecting  tenants  for  the  newly  erected  Council 
houses,  have  had  due  regard  to  those  applications  from  persons 
living  in  unfit  properties  and  also  socially  overcrowded  premises. 

It  has  been  found  in  practice,  however,  that  when  a family 
is  removed  from  what  is  considered  an  unfit  house,  tne  property 
livery  quickly  re-occupied  or  even  sold  with  vacant  possession 
Bnd  then  the  original  problem  remains.  I do  suggest  that  where 
satisfied  in  advance  that  a house  will  be  offered  to  persons  living 
under  these  conditions,  early  steps  should  be  taken  to  have  the 
house  condemned.  Operation  of  the  Demolition  Order  could  be 
suspended  until  alternative  accommodation  became  available, 
and  this  would  solve  the  problem  of  rehousing  several  families 
from  the  same  unfit  house  and  also  prevent  people  desperately  in 
need  of  accommodation  from  paying  exorbitant  prices  for  houses 
the  useful  life  of  which  has  come  to  an  end. 

The  problem  of  repairs  to  dwellings  which  will,  at  some  time 
in  the  future,  be  scheduled  as  unfit  or  form  part  of  a clearance 
area,  is  not  one  of  easy  solution.  This  type  of  property  is  let  at  a 
low  rental,  and  owners,  naturally,  are  reluctant  to  expend  much 
on  repairs  with  the  knowledge  that  the  life  of  the  house  is  limited. 
This  position  does  not,  of  course,  relieve  the  owner  of  the  statutory 
liability  to  maintain  the  dwelling-house  in  a reasonably  fit  condition 
uneconomic  though  the  expenditure  may  be,  and  recourse  is  made 
to  the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  to 
ensure  this  being  done.  This  Act  is,  however,  limited  in  its 
operation,  giving  necessary  power  only  where  conditions  “ pre- 
judicial to  health  or  a nuisance  ’’can  be  shown  and  many  dilapidations, 
therefore,  which  should  receive  attention  have  to  be  tolerated. 
Action  in  respect  of  this  class  of  property  should  be  taken  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1936,  but  until  the  housing  shortage  improves, 
this  unsatisfactory  situation — which  is  unfair  to  landlord  and 
tenant — must,  it  appears,  continue. 

Leckwith  Village. 

As  a result  of  the  laying  of  the  water  main  through  Leckwith 
Village,  the  question  of  affording  a separate  supply  to  each  property 
came-before  the  Council  and  as  a result  of  the  steps  then  taken, 
the  owners  suggested  that  the  Council  may  desire  to  consider  the 
question  of  acquiring  the  houses,  which  number  eight. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  decided  that  the  proposal 
was  one  which  merited  careful  consideration  and  steps  were  pro- 
ceeding to  ascertain  the  probable  cost  of  repairs  necessary  to  bring 
the  property  up  to  a reasonable  standard.

Inspector,  paid  regular  visits  to  ensure  that  hygienic  standards  are 
maintained  in  the  kitchens.  A new  canteen  has  been  erected  at  the 
Rhoose  Works  of  the  Aberthaw  & Bristol  Channel  Portland  Cement 
Company,  Limited. 

FOOD  & DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Sections  13  and  14. 

Visits  to  all  premises  used  for  the  sale  or  storage,  or  for  the 
sale  and  storage,  of  food  intended  for  human  consumption,  have  been 
made  throughout  the  year.  It  must  be  admitted  that  not  all  these 
premises  are  provided  with  running  hot  water  for  the  use  of 
persons  employed  in  the  room,  and  the  delay  in  securing  compliance 
has  been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  date  of  the  commencement  of 
the  Act  coincided  with  the  outbreak  of  war,  and  even  after  the 
cessation  of  hostilities,  the  supply  of  fittings  and  hot  water  apparatus 
was  limited.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made,  however,  during 
the  year  and  further  action  will  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the 
necessary  facilities  are  available  In  all  cases. 

Whatever  amenities  are  provided,  unless  these  are  intelligently 
used  by  the  food-handlers,  risk  of  food-borne  infection  is  ever 
present.  Efforts  have,  therefore,  been  made  to  bring  home  to 
personnel,  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them  In  handling  food 
prepared  for  the  public.  This  process  of  education,  so  that  personal 
hygiene  becomes  automatic,  is  bound  to  be  lengthy  and  that  it  Is 
recognised  as  a matter  of  national  Importance  is  indicated  by  the 
“ Ckan  Food  ” Campaign,  inaugurated  during  the  year.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  number  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments is  steadily  reducing.  The  provisions  of  the  Ice-Cream 
(Heat  Treatment)  Regulations,  1 947,  dated  2nd  April,  1 947,  requiring 
as  they  do,  either  efficient  pasteurisation  or  the  use  of  a complete 
cold  mix  powder,  have  served  to  put  out  of  business  many  of  those 
persons  who  prepared  ice-cream  under  the  most  undesirable 
conditions  and  a general  Improvement  in  methods  of  production 
is  resulting. 

Regular  sampling,  as  well  as  help  and  advice  to  ice-cream 
retailers,  is  also  assisting  in  this  direction.  In  the  case  of 
“ imported  ” ice-cream,  close  contact  is  maintained  with  the 
Health  Department  of  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  product 
Is  manufactured. 

I must,  however,  make  some  observation  on  the  sale  of  loose 
ice-cream  by  itinerant  vendors  and  stallholders.  These  persons 
do  not  occupy  “ premises  ” within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  and  are  not  therefore  subject  to  registration  or  to 
the  requirements  of  Section  13  of  the  Act.  It  is  true  that  many 
of  the  motor-vans  specially  adapted  for  this  trade  have  had  water 
tanks,  water  heaters,  and  washing  facilities  installed,  but  the 
stall  holder  with  his  few  bottles  of  cold  water  and  enamel  hand 
basin  for  washing  of  hands,  is  a problem  during  the  summer  months 
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when  he  frequents  the  coastal  resorts.  It  is,  I consider,  highly 
desirable  that  the  vendor  who  retails  from  a collapsible  structure 
or  open  vehicle  where  the  amenities  for  washing  and  cleansing 
of  hands  and  utensils  cannot  be  properly  provided,  should  be 
permitted  to  sell  pre-packed  ice-cream  only.  I am  aware  that  the 
1947  Regulations  provides  that  ice-cream  shall  be  protected  from 
dirt,  dust  or  other  contamination  at  ail  times  during  manufact^-'' 
or  distribution,  and  that  all  utensils  and  apparatus  shall  be  thorou^j 
cleansed  and  kept  clean  at  all  times,  but,  notwithstanding  the 
utmost  vigilance  by  officials,  the  palpable  risks  attending  the  sale 
of  loose  ice-cream  by  such  retailers  are  such  that  I feel-pre-packing 
to  be  the  only  adequate  safeguard. 


FOOD  SHOPS. 


Close  supervision  has  been  exercised  over  shops  where  food 
Is  stored  for  sale.  No  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  detecting 
unsound  food,  as  owners  are  anxious  to  obtain  replacements  and 
this  necessitates  the  production  of  a condemnation  certificate.

Milk  from  graded  establishments  is  sampled  and  tested  at 
frequent  intervals  and  any  producer  failing  to  maintain  a satis- 
factory standard  does  not  have  his  licence  renewed.  The  fact  that 
the  number  of  licences  granted  is  the  same  as  for  the  previous 
year  is  an  indication  that  graded  milk  production  has  been  kept 
at  a high  level  of  efficiency.

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It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  year  a pasteurising  plant  was 
established  in  the  District.  This  plant  is  of  the  “ positive  holder  ” 
type  and  has  been  treating  milk  at  the  rate  of  about  100  gallons  per 
day.  It  was  found  extermely  convenient,  in  that  milk  suspected 
of  containing  Tubercle  Bacillus  was  directed  to  this  establishment 
for  pasteurisation  and  the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  owner  of 
the  plant  is  much  appreciated  in  this  connection.  ||| 

Many  of  the  farms  in  the  rural  area  are  not  provided  with 
adequate  water  supplies  and  the  meagre  rainfall  of  1948  emphasised 
the  necessity  for  an  improvement.  The  proposals  to  extend 
water  mains  in  the  near  future  will  do  much  to  meet  this  need, 
particularly  in  that  portion  of  the  District  lying  to  the  south  of  the 
Cowbridge  Road. 

Samples  of  milk  for  biological  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacillus 
continued  to  be  taken,  of  which  three  proved  positive.  In  these 
cases,  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  have  the  milk  from  the  Infected 
herds  pasteurised  and  this  precaution  continued  until  information 
was  received  from  the  Divisional  Inspector  for  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  that  the  supply  was  non-tuberculous. 

In  all  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  enquiries  are  made 
as  to  the  milk  consumed  by  the  patient  and,  where  the  facts  disclosed 
warrant  such  action,  samples  of  the  milk  are  taken  for  examination 
for  Tubercle  Bacilli.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  number  of  infectious  diseases  which  were  notified  during 
the  year  was  405  as  compared  with  420  for  the  previous  year. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that 
there  has  not  been  a single  case  of  Diphtheria.  This  is  a v^ry 
remarkable  improvement  and  has  been  due  to  the  large  num  * 
of  parents  who  have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  nave 
their  children  immunised. 

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  numbered  75,  of  which  58  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospital. 

Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  year  three  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  were  notified — 
one  of  which  died  before  being  admitted  to  hospital. 

Artificial  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

Apart  from  primary  immunisation  amongst  infants  all  the  schools 
in  your  area  were  visited  for  the  purpose  of  giving  “ boosting  ” 
doses  to  children  who  had  recently  entered  the  infant  departments, 
and  also  to  children  who  were  between  8-10  years  of  age. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  a high  proportion  of  children  have 
received  these  “ boosting  ” doses.

New  Cases  andMortality  during  1948. 
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Tuberculosis. 


The  number  of  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  was  45  as 
against  50  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  deaths  recorded  were 
14  as  against  19. 


The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  is  very  low  and  in 
case  has  it  been  necessary  to  communicate  with  the  practitioner 
during  the  year  with  regard  to  non-notification. 


The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  cases  periodically  according  to  the 
type  of  case  and  in  all  cases  supply  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  with 
Form  M236-I  duly  completed,  giving  particulars  of  the  home 
conditions. 


Unfortunately,  there  are  a certain  number  of  patients  whose 
home  conditions  prevent  the  proper  isolation  being  afforded  and 
the  consequent  risk  to  other  members  of  the  family  is  great.  The 
Council  have  recognised  this  danger  and  have  adopted  the  principle 
of  giving  a certain  degree  of  priority  to  these  cases  in  the  allocation 
of  new  houses. 


In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and 
Chief  Officials  of  the  other  Departments,  together  with  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department,  for  their  valued  assistance  and  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.
